STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Wilton  in  the  County 

of  Hillsborough  and  State  of  Xew  Hampshire 

qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  appear  at  the  Town  House 
in  said  Wilton,  on  Tuesday,  the  11th  day  of  March  next, 
at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  follow- 
ing subjects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  according 
to  public  statutes. 

2.  To  bring  in  your  ballots  for  Delegates  and  Alter- 
nates to  the  Presidential  Convention  as  prescribed  by 
law. 

3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Town  Officers,  Agents  and 
Committees  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  to  defray  town  charges  for  the 
ensuing  year,  including  Maintenance  of  the  Poor,  High- 
ways and  Bridges,  Street  Lighting,  Water  Works  and 
Sewers,  State  and  County  Taxes,  Interest  on  Debt, 
Health  Department,  Town  Officers'  Salaries  and  Ex- 
penses, Fire  and  Police  Departments,  Moth  Extermina- 
tion, Cemeteries,  Serial  Xotes  and  Bonds,  Free  Library, 
Patriotic  Purposes,  State  Aid  and  Trunk  Line  Main- 
tenance and  Construction,  and  miscellaneous  items. 

5  To  see  if  the  town  will  grant  the  free  use  of  the 
town  hall  for  the  following  purposes :  Roy  Bent  Post 
Xo.  10  American  Legion,  and  Wilton  Fire  Department 
•for  their  annual  party,  for  the  Roy  Bent  Post  Xo.  1C 


American  Legion  Memorial  Day,  and     to     the     public 
schools  for  Memorial  and  Graduation  exercises. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  grant  a  discount  on 
taxes. 

7 .  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

8.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  relating  to 
Old  Home  Day. 

9.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  relating  to 
the  purchase  and  installation  of  a  Siren  Whistle  for  fire 
purposes  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

10.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  relative  to 
the  straightening  of  the  highway  near  the  residence  of 
Frank  E.  Hadley  at  West  Wilton,  or  take  any  action  re- 
lating thereto. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  secure  land  for  re- 
forestization  purposes,  raise  and  appropriate  money  .for 
the  same. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  re-paint  the  interior 
of  the  town  hall  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  same. 

13.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
alterations  to  the  town  hall  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
moving  picture  facilities  and  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same. 

14.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

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Report  of  Selectmen 


To  the  Citizens  of  Wilton: 

The  following  report  of  your  board  of  selectmen  ior 
the  year  1923  is  hereby  submitted  and  while,  on  the 
whole  it  is  satisfactory,  in  some  departments  it  has  been 
more  or  less  disastrous.  However,  we  have  endeavored 
to  meet  each  problem  to  the  best  of  our  ability  and  we 
trust  you  will  approve. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  we  lost  the  ser- 
vices of  Mr.  Wood  by  resignation  and  we  appointed  the 
last  member  to  retire  from  the  board,  Mr.  George  W. 
Marden. 

We  wish  at  this  time  to  submit  for  your  approval 
some  recommendations  in  some  of  the  departments. 

Town  Hall 

During  the  year  some  repairs  have  been  made  to  the 
hall,  mostly  upon  the  furniture.  The  chairs  were  placed 
in  very  good  condition  but  sometime  in  the  near  future 
the  town  will  have  to  purchase  some  replacement  ones 
as  the  number  is  growing  less  each  year.  The  interior 
of  the  hall  is  in  very  bad  condition,  owing  to  the  lack 
of  paint.  Your  board  strongly  recommends  some  action 
to  be  taken  at  the  annual  meeting.  The  steps  at  the 
end  of  the  hall  were  re-laid  during  the  year  and  are 
now  in  good  condition.  A  small  section  of  the  sidewalk 
was  replaced  with  cement  and  would  recommend  another 
be  placed  the  coming  year. 

The  fire  is  kept  in  the  hall  during  the  cold  weather. 
This  .fact  causes  somewhat  of  an  increase  in  cost,  both 
in  fuel  and  janitor  service.  Some  minor  repairs  will  be 
required  during  the  coming  year,  as  some  slate  will  need 
replacement  and  some  of  the  saddle  boards  are  badly 
rotted.    We  would  also  recommend  that  permanent  cov- 


ers  be  built  over  the  basement  windows  upon  the  Maple 
street  side. 

State  Aid  Construction 

During  the  year  about  1500  feet  of  gravel  road  was 
built.  Work  was  done  upon  the  Lyndeboro  road  at  a 
cost  of  about  $2800.00.  The  work  was  under  the  super- 
vision of  Mr.  W.  F.  Wood,  the  town  highway  agent. 
There  remains  to  be  built  on  this  highway  about  1400 
feet.  This  we  would  recommend  be  built  during  the 
coming  season. 

Gravel  Bank 

At  our  last  annual  meeting  the  selectmen  were  in- 
structed to  investigate  gravel  banks  and  we  wish  to 
report  that  we  visited  several  in  town  and  we  find  the 
Hobbs  bank,  while  not  located  as  centrally  as  we  would 
like  it  to  be,  is  about  the  only  one  available  at  the 
present  time.  This  bank  contains  good  road  building 
material  and  in  quantity  to  last  many  decades.  At  this 
writing  a  definite  price  has  not  been  placed  upon  said 
bank  but  if  it  can  be  purchased  for  a  reasonable  sum 
we  strongly  recommend  the  purchase  of  same. 

Tool  House 

The  tool  house  on  Forest  road  is  badly  in  need  of 
new  roofing  and  same  has  been  purchased  and  is  now 
on  hand  ready  to  be  put  on  when  the  weather  permits. 
The  house  should  receive  a  coat  of  paint  during  the 
coming  year. 

Sidewalks 

A  new  section  was  constructed  on  Maple  street  dur- 
ing the  year  and  while  it  received  considerable  adverse 
comment  because  of  its  permanency  we  believe  it  best 
to  construct  with  a  view  of  lasting  quality  rather  than 
distance.  We  recommend  that  another  section  be  re- 
built during  the  coming  year. 

Highways 

The  trunk  line  was  under  the  supervision  of  Stephen 
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R.  Boutwell  during  the  year  and  your  board  was  pleased 
with  the  condition  of  the  highway.  It  was  oiled  during 
the  spring,  as  was  also  the  Intervale  road.  This  seems 
to  be  the  only  remedy  to  protect  the  roads  and  we  recom- 
mend that  the  Forest  Road  be  oiled  during  the  coming 
summer.  A  section  of  the  retaining  wall  on  the  trunk 
line  has  given  way  and  will  have  to  be  rebuilt  the  com- 
ing year.  The  cross  road  at  the  West  Village  has 
caused  considerable  contention  during  the  year  and  we 
recommend  the  town,  together  with  the  state,  take  some 
action  at  the  March  meeting  to  eliminate  some  of  the 
danger  at  this  point. 

Several  bad  accidents  occurred  on  the  trunk  line 
during  the  summer  and  while  we  are  of  the  opinion 
said  accidents  were  the  result  of  fast  driving,  we 
thought  it  best  to  protect  the  Parsonage  curve  and  also 
the  one  above  West  Wilton.  WTe  have  purchased  red 
reflectors  for  each  curve  at  a  cost  of  $50.00. 

The  Highway  agent  experienced  a  disastrous  wash- 
out during  early  fall,  causing  an  outlay  of  about  $1500. 
This,  together  with  the  cost  of  snow  work  during  the 
late  winter,  made  considerable  over  draft  in  this  de- 
partment. During  this  winter  we  purchased  consider- 
able bridge  plank  as  it  is  impossible  to  purchase  chest- 
nut at  all  times  when  needed.  This  fact  added  to  the 
overdraft,  but  thev  are  an  asset  to  the  town. 

Forest  Road 

The  selectmen  were  instructed  to  investigate  the 
trees  on  the  side  of  the  Forest  road  and  dispose  of  same 
if  they  decided  it  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  town. 
We  decided  after  obtaining  some  public  opinion  that  the 
old  growth  pine  should  be  left  standing.  There  are 
some  that  are  dead  and  several  near  the  tool  house 
that  should  be  cut  and  disposed  of. 

Finances 
We  are  sorry  to   announce  an   increase  in  the  tax 


rate  during  the  past  year  but  if  at  the  annual  meetings 
increased  appropriations  are  voted,  it  is  very  evident 
that  something  has  to  be  done.  The  State  Tax  Com- 
mission ordered  a  reappraisal  during  the  year,  owing  to 
complaints  caused  by  the  printed  inventory  in  last 
year's  report.  While  we  did  not  make  a  complete  re- 
appraisal we  adjusted  those  places  where  complaints 
of  unequalization  existed.  A  great  many  of  the  com- 
plaints received  were  on  property  situated  near  the 
trunk  line. 

It  is  very  evident  we  can  expect  no  great  increase  in 
valuation  and  the  public  statute  granting  exemption  to 
soldiers  and  sailors  may  cause  a  decrease.  Therefore 
if  the  rate  is  to  be  lowered  the  town  must  cut  appropria- 
tions. This  we  recommend.  The  town,  at  its  last  meet- 
ing, did  cut  its  appropriations  to  a  small  extent,  but  the 
cut  was  more  than  offset  by  the  large  increase  at  the 
school  meeting.  That  taxes  are  too  high  we  fully  agree 
and  the  selectmen's  only  object  is  to  equalize  assess- 
ments, using  each  citizen  alike. 

Bridges 

The  Dale  bridge  will  need  some  repairs  the  coming 
season,  needing  a  new  truss  on  the  down  stream  side, 
some  new  stringers  and  probably  new  plank. 

The  Hickey  bridge  will  have  to  be  rebuilt  in  the 
near  future  and  this  can  be  done  by  state  aid  and  you 
will  probably  be  asked  to  instruct  your  selectmen  as  to 
your  wishes. 

Several  of  the-  larger  wooden  bridges  are  in  need  of 
new  stringers  and  owing  to  increasing  auto  traffic  our 
bridges  require  constant  care. 

The  town  at  present  has  eight  permanent  bridges 
either  of  stone  or  concrete,  the  others  are  of  wood. 

Street  Lighting 

During  the  summer  two  new  lights  were  installed, 
one  on  Pine  Valley  street  and  one  on  Tremont  street.

During  the  year  1923  we  responded  to  fire  alarms 
as  .follows  : 

Feb.  4.  Fire  at  Harry  Bickford's  on  Davisville  road. 
House  destroyed,  ell  and  other  buildings  saved.  Caused 
by  defective  flue  constructions. 

Feb.  17.  At  Mrs.  A.  L.  Lincoln's  on  Crescent  Street. 
Little  damage  done.    Defective  flue  construction. 

Aug.  2.  Garage  on  Dr.  Smith  Estate,  Wilton  Center. 
Buildings  and  vehicles  completely  destroyed.  Probably 
incendiary.' 

We  have  had  seven  alarms  for  brush  and  forest  fires, 
two  of  which  were  out  of  town.  Little  if  any  real  loss 
was  sustained  by  those  in  town.  One  grass  fire,  one 
fire  in  leaves,  both  started  by  children;  and  12  chimney 
fires,  three  of  these  in  adjoining  towns.  In  some  cases 
we  have  been  twice  called  to  the  same  chimney  within 
the  year. 

While  all  of  these  fires  might  have  been  preventable 
it  is  gratifying  to  note  the  calls  for  chimney  fires  have 
been  less  than  one-half  the  number  for  the  previous 
year. 

A  small  addition  has  been  built  at  the  fire  station 
which  provides  a  badly  needed  space  for  fuel. 

Early  in  the  spring  we  made  arrangements  to  have 
a  gong  similar  to  the  one  at  the  Whiting  Mill  placed 
at  the  Souhegan  Woolen  Company  mill  so  that  an  alarm 
could  be  sounded  .from  there  when  the  steam  was  low  at 
the  Wliiting  Mill.  This  gong  arrangement  has  not 
been  carried  out,  and  as  steam  has  been  available  less 
than  usual  for  the  regular  alarm  we  would  recommend : 

The  purchase   of   an  electric   siren   as   an  auxiliary 
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alarm  which  would  be  much  less  expensive  than  fuel 
to  keep  up  steam  over  the  week  ends.

The  memorial  committee  completed  their  work  dur- 
ing the  year,  completing  the  list  of  soldiers  and  sailors, 
but  owing  to  delays  encountered  we  felt  the  dedication 
of  the  memorial  should  be  postponed  until  Memorial 
day  1924,  as  climatic  conditions  in  late  fall  might  inter- 
fere with  a  fitting  ceremony.  Some  plans  have  been 
decided  upon  for  that  date  and  we  trust  the  citizens 
of  Wilton  will  join  in  making  it  worthy  of  those  whose 
names  are  inscribed  upon  the  tablets. 

The  committee  experienced  considerable  difficulty  in 
compiling  the  lists  but  have  endeavored  to  make  it  as 
nearly  correct  as  possible.  At  the  commencement  of  its 
work  the  committee  adopted  the  following  resolution, 
to  interpret  as  near  as  possible  the  vote  passed  by  the 
town.  Resolved :  that  all  soldiers  or  sailors  who  were 
residents  of  Wilton  and  performed  active  service  in  any 
war  and  all  soldiers  or  sailors  who  were  not  residents 
of  Wilton  but  who  served  for  Wilton  or  was  counted 
as  a  part  of  its  quota,  and  the  benefit  of  any  doubt 
would  be  for  the  soldier  or  sailor. 

The  contract  for  the  bronze  tablets  was  let  to  the 
William  Highton  and  Sons  Company  of  Nashua,  at  a 
cost  of  $1134.00. 

The  committee  experienced  considerable  difficulty  in 
procuring  bids  upon  the  granite  marker,  owing  to  its 
size.  The  contract  was  finally  awarded  to  the  Columbia 
Granite  company  of  Milford,  N.  H.,  and  we  trust  both 
the  tablets  and  marker  will  prove  satisfactory  to  the 
citizens. 

At  some  time  in  the  future,  if  the  town  so  desired, 
additions  could  be  made  to  the  granite  block  as  the 
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flat  surface  and  solid  foundation  will  make  this  possible. 
Thanking  the  public  for  its  assistance  to  the  com- 
mittee and  its  patience  in  waiting  so  long  a  time  for  the 
completion.

Memorial  Committee. 
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Report  of  Water  Commissioners 


The  Water  Commissioners  have  but  a  brief  report  to 
make  for  the  year  1923.  But  few  leaks  have  developed 
in  the  system  and  these  have  been  repaired  without  de- 
lay. Four  new  services  have  been  added,  making  a  total 
of  333.  Samples  of  the  water  have  been  analysed  at  dif- 
ferent times  with  varying  results. 

In  September,  the  commissioners,  accompanied  by 
the  local  health  officer,  and  representatives  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  patroled  the  supply  brook,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  discovering  any  sources  of  contamination.  A 
few  such  places  were  found  and  promises  to  remedy  the 
same  received.  The  State  Board  recommends  either  fil- 
tration or  chlorinization. 

The  reservoir  was  not  flushed  out  the  past  year,  as 
a  drouth  extended  quite  late  into  the  season,  and  when 
rains  did  come,  there  was  such  a  quantity  of  water  as 
to  make  draining  the  reservoir  impossible,  and  this 
should  be  attended  to  as  early  in  the  spring  as  condi- 
tions warrant. 

Many  complaints  have  been  received  -from  consumers, 
because  of  large  water  bills.  These  we  have  traced  to 
the  practice  of  letting  water  run  to  prevent  freezing 
during  the  long  cold  winter  of  1922-1923.  A  very  fine 
stream  from  faucet  will  produce  a  surprising  amount  of 
water  in  twenty-four  hours.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 

The  heavy  snows  of  the  winter  of  1922  and  1923 
caused  a  serious  damage  to  the  copper  cornice  orna- 
mentations over  the  bay  windows  of  the  Library  Build- 
ing. The  repairs  were  made  at  a  cost  of  about  $200, 
and  improved  snow  guards  it  is  expected  will  prevent 
further  damage  to  the  cornice  work.  Other  repairs  on 
the  building  cost  $160  more.  The  removal  of  the  stable 
and  the  new  arrangement  of  its  site  as  a  public  memori- 
al park  with  one  of  the  most  beautiful  soldier  monu- 
ments ever  erected  adds  greatly  to  the  beauty  of  the 
town  and  the  outlook  from  the  Library. 

Mr.  Albert  C.  Townsend,  the  fortunate  possessor 
of  a  valuable  collection  of  old  time  articles,  desiring 
that  many  of  these  should  be  the  property  of  the  Gregg 
Library  and  yet  not  quite  ready  that  they  should  be 
separated  from  his  home  requested  Mr.  George  G. 
Blanchard  to  place  a  card  upon  many  of  them,  at  his 
residence,  indicating  that  later  they  were  to  become  the 
property  of  the  library.  This  duty  was  attended  to.  Mr. 
Townsend  has  received  the  warm  thanks  of  the  Trustees 
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for  his  generous  purpose.  The  educational  value  of 
the  Library  to  our  scholars  is  very  great  and  we  trust 
that  not  only  the  scholars  but  all  citizens  will  take  ad- 
vantage of  its  facilities.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN 

The  Thirty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Librarian  of 

the  Wilton  Public  Library  for  the  Year  Ending 

January  31,   1924 

The  Library  has  been  open  152  days,  for  five  and 
one  half  hours  each  library  day.  We  were  obliged  to 
close  one  regular  library  day  as  the  floors  were  having 
a  much  needed  coat  of  shellac.  The  total  circulation  of 
books  and  magazines  was  13.461,  with  an  average  cir- 
culation of  88. 

This  year  303  volumes  were  discarded.  This  num- 
ber may  seem  large,  but  the  majority  of  them  were  old 
government  and  scientific  reports  which  were  of  no  use 
to  a  library  of  this  size  and  they  were  taking  up  much 
needed  room.  Many  of  the  children's  books  had  become 
much  worn  and  soiled  and  they  were  also  withdrawn. 

The  Library  received  this  year  a  valuable  set  of 
Audubon's  "Birds  of  America,"  in  seven  volumes,  from 
the  estate  of  David  D.  Davis.  According  to  the  terms 
of  his  will,  these  books  are  to  be  used  for  reference  but 
not  to  be  taken  from  the  Librarv. 

Constant  and  increasing  use  of  the  standard  authors 
and  reference  material  by  the  pupils  of  the  public 
schools  indicate  that  the  Library  is  providing  valuable 
supplementary  material  for  instructional  purposes. 
That  teachers  appreciate  this  is  shown  by  their  readi- 
ness to  co-opreate  with  us  and  to  teach  pupils  what 
good  books  are  and  how  to  use  them.     In  purchasing 
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books  the  needs  of  the  school  are  kept  in  mind.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 


The  Wilton  School  Board  submits  the  following  re- 
port : 

At  a  meeting  of  the  School  Boards  of  New  Ipswich, 
Temple,  Lyndeborough,  Mason,  Greenville  and  Wilton, 
we  were  obliged  to  accept  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Ralph 
Currier,  owing  to  his  determination  to  give  up  educa- 
tional work  and  undertake  .farming  on  property  which 
he  had  purchased  in  Amherst. 

We  were  able  to  secure  the  services  of  Mr.  Vernon 
S.  Ames  as  superintendent  of  the  district,  who  resigned 
his  position  as  superintendent  at  Marlboro.  He  has 
worked  vigorously  to  improve  the  scholarship  and  at- 
tendance in  both  the  rural  and  village  schools  and  his 
efforts  have  been  most  successful.  We  sincerely  trust 
that  he  will  continue  in  this  district. 

We  were  also  most  fortunate  in  being  able  to  con- 
tinue our  entire  teaching  staff  at  the  village  school  and 
with  but  one  change  in  the  rural  schools.  We  cannot 
comment  too  favorably  upon  the  desirable  feature  of 
making  as  few  changes  as  possible  in  our  teaching  staff. 
Not  only  does  the  teacher  become  more  familiar  with 
local  conditions,  family  surroundings  and  therefore  the 
capacity  of  her  pupils  but  the  children  themselves  gain 
in  confidence  under  the  assurance  that  they  may  pass 
from  grade  to  grade  with  little  disturbance  or  interfer- 
ence in  their  routine  and  plan  of  studies.  Also  the 
teachers,  headmaster,  superintendent  and  School  Board 
are  able  to  work  more  as  a  unit  and  carry  out  a  con- 
sistent policy  from  year  to  year. 

This  year  we  have  devoted  much  time  and  thought 
to  the  program  of  studies.  In  the  grades  and  rural 
schools  the  State  program  is  followed.  There  seems  to 
be  no  question  but  that  this  should  be  continued.     It  is 
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used  by  practically  all  schools  throughout  the  state,  the 
work  and  progress  of  the  student  is  closely  followed  by 
the  superintendent  and  compared  with  state  standards. 
Children  passing  from  one  district  to  another  can  be 
closely  graded  and  continue  their  work  without  loss  of 
time.  The  chief  essentials  for  us  to  maintain  are  a  cap- 
able superintendent  and  teaching  force,  proper  housing 
facilities  and  supplies  and  an  avoidance  of  overcrowd- 
ing. 

The  program  in  the  high  school  is  determined  lo- 
cally but  must  be  approved  by  the  state.  Twenty  to. 
twenty-five  years  ago  enrollment  averaged  forty.  The 
courses  offered  were  Latin  or  Academic  and  English  or 
Business.  These  were  varied  or  elaborated  from  year 
to  year  but  the  general  plan  continued  until  1915  and 
1916.  Attendance  had  increased  to  about  sixty.  Previ- 
ously those  who  planned  to  engage  in  some  skilled  trade 
or  agriculture  left  school  after  graduating  from  the 
grammar  school  and  it  was  only  those  who  wished  to 
enter  colleges  or  business  who  took  the  high  school 
courses.  However,  there  were  now  many  who  desired 
to  obtain  a  more  advanced  education  and  better  ground- 
work before  engaging  in  practical  work  and  it  was  real- 
ized therefore  that  courses  in  some  form  of  practical  arts 
should  be  offered  instead  of  the  general  course. 

For  the  girls  the  domestic  arts  course  was  selected 
in  1915,  it  being  modeled  generally  on  courses  recom- 
mended by  the  state  and  in  use  in  other  high  schools.. 
This  course  has  proved  most  satisfactory  and  is  taken 
by  generally  two  thirds  of  the  girls  in  high  school,  the 
others  continuing  in  the  academic  course. 

For  the  boys  there  was  selected  in  1916  an  agricul- 
tural and  manual  training  course  but  this  appears  to 
have  been  developed  into  almost  wholly  an  agricultural 
course  and  at  present  the  program  of  studies  is  that 
specified  under  the  Smith-Hughes  act.     Of  some  thirty- 
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five  boys  now  in  high  school  eleven  take  the  course.  Of 
the  graduates  only  two  have  actually  engaged  in  prac- 
tical farm  work,  the  others  have  entered  trades,  etc. 
The  group  of  boys  who  wish  to  engage  in  trades  or 
business  immediately  upon  leaving  high  school  have 
been  divided  between  the  academic  and  agricultural 
courses,  there  being  really  no  program  of  studies  which 
offered  them  a  satisfactory  training  and  doubtless  many 
have  dropped  out  of  high  school  for  this  reason.  This 
year  therefore,  we  initiated  a  course  in  mechanic  arts, 
not  however  the  Smith-Hughes  program  but  a  course 
similar  to  the  academic  course  with  the  exception  of 
Latin  in  place  of  which  we  give  shop  wrork  in  wood  and 
iron  and  both  physics  and  chemistry.  Four  of  the  boys 
entering  high  school  this  year  elected  to  take  this  course, 
three  of  them  agriculture  and  the  balance,  the  academic 
course.  We  endeavored  to  work  out  some  plan  by  which 
an  agricultural  course  and  mechanic  arts  course  could 
be  combined  but  this  seems  to  be  impossible  under  the 
Smith-Hughes  regulations.  We  plan  for  the  present 
therefore  to  continue  these  two  courses  for  the  boys. 

In  regard  to  the  cost  of  maintaining  our  High 
School,  up  to  ten  or  twelve  years  ago  the  teaching  staff 
totaled  three  with  an  attendance  as  large  as  at  present, 
but  teaching  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  with  the 
high  school  teachers  necessitates  the  addition  of  one 
more  to  the  staff  or  a  total  of  four.  There  has  also  been 
added  the  special  teachers  for  the  agricultural  course 
and  domestic  arts,  making  at  present  a  total  of  six.  It 
does  not  cost  appreciably  more  to  teach  a  practical  arts 
course  than  it  does  Latin.  The  point  is  that  the  more 
subjects  which  are  offered  and  the  more  varied  courses 
that  are  taken,  the  smaller  the  classes  are  and  the  more 
costly  is  the  teaching.  The  present  arrangement  is  op- 
erated as  efficiently  as  possible,  there  being  many  classes 
which  are  doubled  up  with  pupils  from  two  different 
years,  etc.    So  long  as  an  academic  course  together  with 
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a  practical  arts  course  ior  girls  and  a  practical  arts 
course  for  boys  is  maintained  we  cannot  hope  for  much 
reduction  in  our  present  teaching  staff. 

The  rural  schools  have  made  good  progress.  The 
Abbott  Hill  school  has  been  maintained  practically  in 
the  same  condition  as  in  recent  years.  The  Intervale 
school  was  continued  this  year  with  a  fair  attendance 
and  it  is  planned  to  continue  this  next  year.  The  Center 
school  has  an  attendance  now  of  between  twenty  and 
twenty-five  pupils.  We  are  transporting  children  from 
the  Davisville  district  the  same  as  has  been  done  for 
the  past  few  years.  This  school  also  takes  care  of  any 
children  at  West  Wilton.  West  Wilton  is  just  inside 
the  two  mile  limit.  Over  two  miles  under  state  ruling 
the  district  must  transport  the  children  to  school.  There 
are  three  children  coming  from  West  Wilton  and  we 
have  had  requests  from  the  parents  of  all  of  them  that 
we  provide  some  means  of  transportation  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  their  own  school  is  closed. 

On  both  the  Intervale  and  Center  schools  we  have 
done  considerable  repair  work  on  the  inside  of  the 
buildings,  putting  these  in  first  class  shape.  The  chief 
need  in  these  two  schools  is  the  substitution  of  either 
septic  tanks  or  chemical  toilets  for  the  present  back- 
houses and  a  better  arrangement  for  supplying  water. 
Both  buildings  are  at  present  equipped  with  outside 
wells  with  a  pump  over  the  well  which  supplies  a  fairly 
good  water  supply  except  in  dry  times.  We  do  not  ap- 
prove of  either  well  as  a  source  of  drinking  water,  owing 
to  the  present  backhouses  and  the  drinking  supply  is 
being  brought  from  nearby  houses,  the  well  water  be- 
ing used  for  washing.  If  the  backhouses  were  eliminat- 
ed and  the  wells  given  a  thorough  cleaning  and  water 
pipes  run  into  the  school  buildings  to  a  pump  located 
over  a  sink  the  water  might  do  for  drinking  and  wash- 
ing facilities  would  be  materially  improved.  The  cost 
of  this  work  would  be  approximately  the  same  for  each 


building-  and  would  amount  to  $400.00  each.  Both  of 
these  schools  have  operated  under  existing  conditions 
a  great  many  years  and  can  continue  to  do  so.  We 
have  had  many  complaints,  however,  regarding  the 
toilets  and  water  conditions  so  have  made  a  note  of  the 
matter    -       lid  the  district   wish  to  improve  these  two 

ool  buildings  to  this  extent. 
At  the  district  meeting  a  year  ago  the  committee  ap- 
pointed to  ir.  gate  the  heating  plant  at  the  village 

:tol  reported  and  recommended  the  installation  of 
new  boiler  equipment,  but  no  definite  figures  were  given 
as  to  the  cost  ;:"  this.  Thirty-five  hundred  dollars  were 
appropriated  by  the  district  to  install  a  suitable  heating 
plant.  A  careful  in  g  .tion  of  the  matter  was  made 
by  the  School  Board.  A  plant  of  proper  capacity  was 
laid  out  suitable  for  burning  soft  coal  with  the  nece^-

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The  dental  clinic  work  has  been  continued,  an  ar- 
rangement, however,  this  year  being  made  with  Dr.  H. 
S.  Lawrence  to  do  this  work  at  a  fixed  rate  per  hour 
rather  than  having  a  dental  office  operated  in  the  high 
school  building. 

We  wish  to  thank  both  the  parents  and  our  towns- 
people who  have  shown  their  interest  in  the  school 
throughout  the  past  year  by  visits  and  suggestions  to- 
wards improving  conditions. 

We  shall  certainly  welcome  any  criticisms  or  sug- 
gestions which  can  be  made  for  the  coming  year  as  it 
is  only  by  this  means  that  we  can  make  the  school  rep- 
resentative of  the  desires  and  fulfill  the  needs  of  the 
community.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Wilton : 

I  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools  in  this  district.  First  let  me  pay  tribute  to  my 
predecessor,  Mr.  Currier,  for  the  splendid  organization 
of  school  affairs  throughout  the  district  which  has  made 
it  possible  for  me  to  take  over  the  work  at  such  de- 
cided advantage. 

Program  of  Studies 

In  the  elementary  schools  we  are  following  the  pro- 
gram of  studies  recommended  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  which  is  in  almost  universal  use  throughout 
the  state.  In  the  high  school  we  are  likewise  follow- 
ing the  State  program,  which  in  this  case  recommends 
certain  general  plans  from  which  selection  may  be  made 
to  fit  local  conditions. 

The  high  school  program  of  study  has  been  revised 
and  the  so-called  Business  Curriculum  abandoned  for 
a  new  curriculum  which  we  believe  more  nearly  meets 
the  needs  of  those  boys  in  the  high  school  who  are  not 
planning  to  go  to  college  or  into  agriculture.  The  Do- 
mestic Arts  Curriculum  .for  the  girls  remains  the  same 
as  last  year  as  does  the  Academic  Curriculum  for  both 
boys  and  girls.  The  Agriculture  Curriculum  necessarily 
follows  the  form  prescribed  under  the  Smith-Hughes 
Act  in  order  that  we  may  take  advantage  of  Federal 
aid.  The  four  curricula  are  practically  the  same  in 
three-fourths  of  the  work  each  year.  This  program  of 
studies  for  the  high  school  has  been  regularly  approved 
by  the  state  board. 

The  Teaching  Staff 

Wilton  is  especially  fortunate  in  the  permanency  of 
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its  teaching  staff.  It  is  very  unusual  for  an  entire  staff 
of  ten  teachers  to  be  retained  without  break  for  two 
years,  and  the  efficiency  in  school  work  and  the  spirit 
of  cooperation  toward  a  definite  aim  are  more  certain 
than  in  a  system  where  there  are  constant  changes.  In 
the  rural  schools  two  of  the  three  teachers  are  the  same 
as  last  year. 

The  crowded  condition  in  the  lower  grades,  referred 
to  last  year,  has  been  relieved  by  assigning  the  first 
three  grades  each  to  one  teacher.  For  the  second  grade 
Miss  Inez  Smith  of  Milford,  graduate  of  Keene  Normal 
School  last  June,  was  secured  as  teacher.  The  re- 
arrangement of  rooms  and  seats  was  accomplished  dur- 
ing the  summer  vacation  and  the  children  are  now  com- 
fortably placed  without  crowding.  The  fifth  grade  is 
now  the  only  grade  that  is  divided,  one-half  being  seat- 
ed with  the  sixth  grade,  the  other  half  with  the  fourth. 
The  number  of  pupils  in  .these  two  rooms  is  not  too 
large  for  efficient  instruction  and  does  not  seem  likely 
to  become  so  for  several  years  longer.  It  seems  possible 
that  there  may  be  congestion  in  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  next  year,  so  it  may  be  necessary  to  provide  two 
rooms  for  them  instead  of  one.  This  will  not  necessi- 
tate an  extra  teacher  however.  The  salary  schedule  of 
Wilton  teachers  is  on  the  whole  comparable  with  that 
in  other  places  but  a  somewhat  larger  allowance  should 
be  made  for  next  year  to  provide  for  deserved  increases. 
A  salary  schedule  of  reasonable  liberality  is  necessary 
in  order  that  we  may  retain  competent  teachers  or  se- 
cure promising  new  ones  when  it  is  necessary. 

School  Progress 

From  general  observation  of  the  work  in  all  the 
school  rooms,  I  believe  that  progress  is  normal  in  prac- 
tically all  cases.  This,  however,  is  a  general  statement 
and  mere  observation  is  not  a  reliable  means  of  measur- 
ing the  efficiency  of  instruction.    Such  a  measure  is  pos- 
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sible  through  judicious  use  of  standard  tests.  A  series 
of  tests  in  all  the  elementary  schools  were  given  in  Oc- 
tober similar  to  those  given  last  year  in  silent  reading, 
language,  hand-writing,  spelling  and  arithmetic.  Indi- 
vidual record  sheets  have  been  prepared  and  class  av- 
erages are  also  kept.  The  tests  given  have  been  used 
extensively  in  other  school  systems  so  that  fairly  ac- 
curate standards  for  comparison  are  available.  It  is  not 
yet  time  to  give  a  detailed  account  of  the  results  noted, 
for  a  series  of  such  tests  is  necessary  to  make  a  fair 
summary  of  either  class  scores  or  individual   records. 

The  tests  will  be  repeated  in  May  and  we  plan  to  have 
them  given  twice  each  year.  The  results  will  become 
more  and  more  valuable  as  time  goes  on.  The  purpose  is 
of  course,  not  only  to  measure  progress  but  to  point  out 
defects  and  to  suggest  remedies  where  defects  are  found. 
Considerable  emphasis  is  being  given  this  year  to  oral 
reading  and  handwriting,  following  along  the  same  gen- 
eral lines  as  previous  years.  Adequate  text  books  are 
in  use  in  practically  all  of  the  subjects  but  we  need  a 
better  series  of  texts  in  language  and  grammar  and  a 
greater  variety  of  reading  material. 

The  high  school  is  making  good  progress.  Tests 
have  not  been  given  here  as  in  the  elementary  schools 
but  the  reports  from  institutions  where  graduates  are  at- 
tending indicates  the  good  quality  of  their  preparation. 

The  "passing  mark"  in  the  Wilton  high  school  is 
now  60%  while  in  most  other  schools  it  is  70%.  This 
does  not  mean  pupils  can  get  through  here  more  easily 
than  in  other  schools,  for  probably  60%  means  as  high 
a  grade  of  work  in  the  minds  of  our  teachers  as  70%  in 
the  minds  of  other  teachers.  But  I  believe  that  our 
Standard  for  passing  work  should  be  raised  to  conform 
with  common  practice  elsewhere. 

Last  November  uniform  tests  in  arithmetic  and 
spelling  were  given  throughout  New  Hampshire.     The 
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spelling  test  was  one  in  which  a  number  of  city  eighth 
grades  had  average  about  74%.  The  average  in  all 
Xew  Hampshire  eighth  grades  was  67.42%.  The  aver- 
age in  Wilton  eighth  grade  was  72.7%.  The  arithmetic 
test  was  one  that  was  given  in  Springfield,  Massachu- 
setts in  1846  to  first  year  high  school  pupils  and  their 
average  rank  was  29.41%.  Xew  Hampshire  eighth 
grades  averaged  on  the  same  test  49.29%  and  the  Wil- 
ton eighth  grade  average  was  40.6%. 

Attendance 

Monthly  reports  of  absence  and  tardiness  are  re- 
quired from  all  teachers  and  the  per  cent  of  attendance 
in  every  school  is  published  in  all  the  other  schools. 
This  has  a  tendency  to  stimulate  better  attendance.  This 
with  other  causes  has  produced  a  slightly  higher  aver- 
age attendance  than  last  year  as  will  be  noted  in  com- 
paring the  attendance  tables  following  this  report.  The 
average  per  cent  of  attendance  in  Wilton  is  considerably 
above  the  state  average. 

It  is  coming  to  be  generally  understood  that  absences 
are  not  excusable  for  any  other  cause  than  sickness  and 
that  truancy  is  unnecessary  at  any  time.  The  number 
of  parents  who  seem  to  think  it  is  proper  to  keep  older 
children  out  for  work  is  very  small. 

Health  Work 

The  regular  medical  inspection  of  all  pupils  attend- 
ing school  was  made  early  in  the  fall  by  the  three  local 
physicians  and  the  new  nurse,  Mrs.  Young.  The  follow- 
up  work  of  the  nurse  has  been  vigorous  and  has  pro- 
duced good  results  as  is  indicated  in  her  report,  which 
follows  this  report  .  Tentative  arrangements  have  just 
been  made  with  Doctor  Lawrence  of  Milford  for  dental 
work.  The  Health  Crusade  has  been  started  this  winter 
in  all  the  schools.     This  is  a  device  that  has  been  very 
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successful  in  many  places  in  encouraging  better  health 
habits  among  the  children. 

The  new  heating  plant  in  the  village  school  makes  it 
possible  to  have  abundant  heat  with  proper  ventilation 
in  all  the  rooms.  The  stove  at  the  Intervale  school  has 
been  jacketed  but  the  fresh  air  shaft  has  not  yet  been 
put  in.  At  this  school,  and  the  Centre  school  as  well, 
some  changes  need  to  be  made  to  improve  the  lighting 
and  when  this  is  done  better  ventilation  should  be  pro- 
vided for.  Better  toilet  facilities  are  also  needed  at 
these  two  schools. 

The  Legislature  of  1923  passed  a  law  providing  for 
safety  exits  for  schoolhouses  which  will  necessitate 
some  changes  in  the  exit  doors  at  the  village  school. 
The  law  requires  that  these  changes  be  made  before 
September   1,   1924. 

Public  Interest 

The  work  of  the  schools  is  brought  to  public  notice 
in  various  ways,  by  school  exhibits  such  as  was  put  on 
in  the  town  hall  in  the  fall,  class  plays  like  the  Senior 
Play  which  is  to  be  produced  this  month,  musical  pro- 
grams like  the  one  presented  last  May,  the  annual  Grad- 
uation exercises  and  the  athletic  contests. 

We  hope  to  do  something  in  the  future  in  the  way  of 
public  speaking  and  debating  as  part  of  the  English 
work,  and  perhaps  a  news  column  in  the  local  paper,  or 
a  school  paper.  All  these  activities  inform  the  public 
and  stimulate  a  lively  interest  in  the  public  schools.  In- 
cidentally some  of  them  provide  revenue  for  projects 
that  cannot  be  properly  financed  from  public  funds. 
Reports  of  such  funds  will  be  found  in  the  Headmaster's 
report  and  in  the  financial  statement  of  the  Wilton 
School  Improvement  Fund.  The  large  balance  on  hand 
in  this  fund  will  be  expended  in  the  spring  for  play- 
ground equipment  and  possibly  a  few  pictures  for  the 
school  rooms. 


General  School  Progress 

The  State  Board  of  Education  has  just  issued  a 
pamphlet  entitled  "School  Progress  in  New  Hamp- 
shire in  Five  Years."  which  I  wish  it  were  possible  to 
reproduce  here.  Those  interested  may  secure  copies  by 
writing  to  the  State  Board  of  Education.  Here  are  just 
a  few  of  the  outstanding  points. 

The  number  of  schools  in  the  state  having  less  than 
thirty-six  weeks  in  the  school  year  has  been  reduced 
from  924  in  1919  to  12  in  1923.  This  means  that  in  the 
poor  towns  the  period  of  elementary  education  has  been 
increased  from  six  and  two-thirds  years  to  eight  full 
years.  High  school  enrollment  has  increased  from 
12.087  in  1919  to  17.023  in  1923.  The  enrollment  in  the 
Normal  Schools  has  increased  from  290  in  1919  to  617 
this  year. 

The  per  cent  of  fully  trained  teachers  has  increased 
from  Zic/c  in  1919  to  42%  in  1923.  The  gain  in  partly 
trained  teachers  is  from  32%  to  46%,  and  the  untrained 
teachers  have  been  reduced  from  34%  to  12%.  We  are 
getting  rid  of  the  transient  teacher  for  in  1919  540 
changed  position  during  the  year  but  in  1923  only  187. 
Medical  inspection  was  available  for  only  34%  of  the 
children  in  1919;  now  it  is  provided  for  100%. 

The  number  of  unsuitable  buildings  in  use  has  been 
reduced  from  500  to  85.  It  is  estimated  that  the  gain 
for  rural  schools  in  poor  towns  has  been  from  about 
40%  efficiency  up  to  about  70%  efficiency.  This  has 
been  accomplished  at  a  cost  to  the  taxpayer  of  only  64c 
a  year  for  each  thousand  dollars  of  his  assessed  prop- 
erty. 

With  the  loyal  and  effective  work  of  the  teachers, 
the  wise  and  sympathetic  guidance  of  the  School  Board, 
and  the  steadfast  purpose  of  the  citizens  to  have  good 
schools,  public  education  in  Wilton  must  continue  to  be 
maintained  at  a  high  level.     Cooperation  is  the  key  to 
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success  in  this  undertaking,  and  in  such  an  atmosphere 
it  is  a  delight  to  work  and  serve.

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HEADMASTER'S  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Board  of  Wilton : 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Head- 
master of  Wilton  High  School. 

Attendance  this  year  has  been  exceptionally  good 
due  partly  to  the  weather  conditions  and  the  health  of 
the  pupils.  The  new  furnace  has  allowed  better  ventila- 
tion and  a  more  even  temperature  throughout  the  build- 
ing. Tardiness  has  been  troublesome  during  the  last 
•few  weeks.  As  the  majority  of  tardy  pupils  have  not 
been  more  than  one  or  two  minutes  late,  I  hope  tardiness 
can  be  eliminated  through  the  help  of  the  parents. 

Our  enrollment  and  standing  by  classes  during  the 
first  twenty  weeks  of  this  school  year  are  : 
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Our  ranking  standards  are :  60%  passing,  80%  to 
90%  honors,  90%  to  100%  high  honors.  Three  pupils, 
Winifred  Hill,  Harold  Hutchinson,  Rosswell  Nichols, 
have  earned  high  honors  in  each  of  their  subjects  during 
twenty  weeks.  Elizabeth  Curtis  and  James  Herlihy 
earned  high  honors  in  each  subject  for  one  six-weeks 
period. 

Twelve  prizes  are  offered  this  year  for  scholarship. 
In  each  of  the  four  curricula,  agricultural,  domestic 
arts,  manual  arts,  and  academic,  a  first  prize  of  five 
dollars  is  offered,  a  second  of  three  dollars  and  a  third 
of  two  dollars.  These  are  offered  through  the  kindness 
of  Mr.  Harold  D.  Cheever  and  Mr.  Edward  J.  Abbott. 

Of  the  nine  members  of  the  class  of  1923  four  are 
attending  Xew  Hampshire  University;  one  Wentworth 
Institute ;  and  two  are  studying  to  be  nurses.  Good  re- 
ports have  been  received  concerning  these  boys  and  girls. 
The  school  is  proud  that  again  one  of  our  boys  has 
earned  very  high  standing  during  his  freshman  year  at 
college. 

Permanent  seats  have  been  placed  in  the  main  room 
for  the  freshmen,  sophomores  and  juniors.  The  senior 
home  room  and  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  home 
room  remain  as  last  year.  This  change  has  improved 
the  seating  plans  for  music  and  chapel. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  all  of  our  classes  and  organ- 
izations are  free  from  debt.  The  Agricultural  Club 
handles  a  fund  raised  by  all  the  schools  in  the  building 
and  spent  as  far  as  possible  for  the  benefit  of  all  grades. 
A  stereopticon  was  purchased  last  fall  which  has  been 
a  decided  help  in  presenting  such  subjects  as  history, 
geography  and  nature  study. 

The  athletic  balance  is  small  but  we  are  in  hopes  to 
increase   it  by  giving  an  entertainment   in   the  spring. 
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We  need  a  hundred  dollars  for  baseball  suits  and  sup- 
plies and  another  hundred  for  guarantees.  We  may  be 
forced  to  borrow  suits  and  play  a  few  inexpensive  games 
or  give  up  baseball  in  the  high  school  this  year. 

Our  basketball  boys  are  of  light  weight  but  have 
played  well.  They  have  lost  but  one  league  game  this 
year  thus  far.  Our  girls  have  tried  hard  and  are  begin- 
ning to  play  good  basketball.  Our  teams  need  coach- 
ing. Mr.  Draper,  Mr.  Shea  and  Mr.  McGettigan  have 
helped  our  basketball  boys  and  Mr.  Hurley  gave  con- 
siderable time  to  organizing  and  coaching  the  baseball 
boys.  Our  games  and  other  social  events  have  been 
well  attended.  The  school  appreciates  this  support  the 
public  has  given. 

The  agricultural  fair  had  very  good  exhibits  and  a 
few  new  features  this  year.  Demonstrations  in  agricul- 
tural work  were  given  by  the  boys,  photo  pictures  of 
the  boys  at  work  on  their  projects  were  prepared  by  Mr. 
Young  and  the  grade  children  gave  an  interesting  part 
of  the  program.  I  wish  to  thank  those  who  helped  us 
with  food  and  in  other  ways. 

I  have  enjoyed  this  year  the  cheerful  co-operation 
and  loyal  support  which  has  been  given  by  citizens, 
pupils,  teachers,  Superintendent  and  members  of  the 
School  Board.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

Herewith  I  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  school 
nurse. 

The  aim  of  school  nursing  is  to  make  and  keep  the 
children  well.  Health  flows  from  correct  living,  from 
observing  rules  of  health  that  children  ought  to  prac- 
tice. The  children  are  enthusiastic  about  these  health 
chores  and  with  hearty  cooperation  from  the  parents 
great  gain  can  be  made  for  wholesome  living. 

The  health  rules  which  we  urge  the  children  to 
follow  have  to  do  with  cleanliness,  of  hands,  face,  teeth, 
hair  and  body,  plenty  of  good  food  including  milk, 
cereals,  fruit  and  leafy  vegetables,  long  hours  of  sleep 
with  the  windows  open,  playing  out  of  doors  in  the 
fresh  air  and  sunlight- 
Health  inspections  and  talks  are  given  in  all  grades 
concerning  personal  cleanliness  and  good  habits  of 
living. 

The  teachers  are  doing  splendid  work  in  correlating 
health  teaching  with  other  subjects  in  the  school  cur- 
riculum, that  is,  drawing  with  making  of  health  posters, 
health  booklets,  language  with  essays  on  health,  health 
rhymes  and  stories. 

One  of  our  hardest  problems  is  correcting  physical 
defects.  However  we  are  gaining  ground.  This  year's 
medical  inspection  shows  fewer  defective  teeth,  fewer 
diseased  tonsils  and  adenoids  than  previous  years.  There 
are  still  many  to  be  corrected. 

Preserving  the  first  teeth  paves  the  way  for  good  per- 
manent teeth.  A  large  number  of  defective  teeth  can 
be  prevented  by  a  little  consecutive  attention.  A  visit 
to  the  dentist  every  six  months  *for  cleaning  and  filling 
small  cavities  and  good  personal  care  will  be  a  great 
help  in  preserving  the  children's  teeth. 
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Removal  of  adenoids  and  diseased  tonsils  gives  the 
child  a  chance  to  breathe  normally,  to  sleep  soundly,  to 
be  free  from  colds  or  ear  trouble,  to  gain  in  weight  and 
strength. 

A  marked  gain  in  school  progress  and  improved 
physical  condition  has  been  noted  where  children  have 
had  their  tonsils  and  adenoids  removed. 

Eye  defects  are  responsible  for  dullness  in  some  of 
the  children,  and  when  they  have  been  fitted  to  glasses, 
better  work  is  noticed,  also  improved  health. 

Let  the  parents  and  school  cooperate  to  remove  these 
handicaps  and  to  establish  habits  of  correct  living  so 
that  our  children  will  be  healthy.  To  have  healthy  chil- 
dren means  a  happier  and  more  successful  school  and 
a  finer  standard  of  citizenship.

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REPORT  OF  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  am  submitting  my  second  annual  report  on  the 
work  of  the  Music  Department  for  the  year  ending  1923. 

Music  has  progressed  along  the  usual  lines,  new 
books,  "Primary  Melodies/5  having  been  bought  for  the 
second  and  third  grades.  These  books  contain  easy 
progressions  and  prepare  the  children  .for  more  difficult 
note  reading  in  Book  One  which  is  taken  up  in  the 
fourth  grade. 

On  May  eleventh  a  musical  play,  "Midsummer  Eve" 
was  presented  at  the  town  hall.  There  were  thirty-two 
characters  in  the  play  and  these  included  children  from 
the  first  grade  up  through  high  school.  This  play  was 
a  great  success  both  musically  and  financially.  After 
all  bills  were  paid  there  was  one  hundred  and  twenty 
dollars  left.  Ten  dollars  of  this  was  given  to  Miss 
Christine  Higgins  to  be  used  in  the  Junior  Red  Cross. 
The  one  hundred  and  ten  dollars  was  put  in  the  bank 
to  be  used  for  some  school  improvement.  Every  year  a 
musical  entertainment  is  to  be  given  by  the  school  chil- 
dren. 

Memorial  Day  the  students  made  their  annual  ap- 
pearance at  the  town  hall  singing  patriotic  songs.  There 
were  also  duets  and  trios. 

At  several  of  the  school  entertainments  groups  of 
boys  and  girls  entertained  with  appropriate  songs.  A 
word  might  be  said  about  the  school  orchestra.  This 
consists  of  three  pieces  and  played  very  acceptably  on 
numerous  occasions. 

The   loyal   support   of   the   Superintendent   and   the 
School  Board  has  been  much  appreciated.
